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Central Avenue Bridge replacement underway

Central Avenue Bridge is 
set to undergo a much need¬ 
ed facelift. 

The $12.5 million project 
that began this month and 
will conclude in July 2016 will 
see a new bridge installed in 
place of the original that has 
been up and running since 
1953. 

The Town of Fort Erie host¬ 
ed an open house, with repre¬ 
sentatives from the region on 
hand to answer any questions 
the public had about the proj- 

"Elght now it’s a five span 


structure, but it’s going to be 
upgraded to a continuous 

modernization of the existing 
structure,” said Terry Gibson. 

The Central Avenue Bridge 
is the fastest way to reach 
downtown Bridgeburg. The 
closure of the bridge for an 
extended period of time 
would cause problems for 
business owners i n the down¬ 
town area. Many trucks 
would also need to be 
detoured due to height 
restrictions. 

To address these concerns,, 
Hatch Mott Macdonald, the 
company handling the proj¬ 
ect, will only shut the bridge 


down for a period of two 
weeks next winter. 

"This involves rapid bridge 
construction, so we’re actu¬ 
ally building the new struc¬ 
ture offline to the immediate 
west of the existing structure 
and that’s going to occur in 
the first couple of stages and 
then were going to be closing 
central avenue for two weeks," 
Gibson said. 

Detour routes will be in 
place and Project Engineer 
Jason Marr said business 
owners will be contacted to 
work out a way for deliveries 
to be made on time during 
that two two week closure

Don’t bet on slots returning to Fort Erie 


It has been nearly three years since Fort 
Erie got dumped. 


someone more hip and cool, the province 
gave the town the ol' 'It's not you, it's me' 
speech on April 30, 2012, when it yanked 
the slots out of the Fort Erie Race Track. 

It hurt then, it still hurts now. More than 
200 jobs vanished that day in an already 
beleaguered town. And for what? 

The lousy excuse back then, according 
to Dalton McGuinty's Liberals, was that 
gambling facilities in border towns were 
still making money...just not as much as 
they used to. So to prop up the big casinos 
(Fallsview, Rama, Caesars Windsor), a few 
of the little guys had to be sacrificed. "In 
the current reality, having facilities within 
nine or 10 kilometres of each other... 
(doesn't) make sense,'' said OLG president 
(at the time) Rod Phillips. 

You might recall Phillips resigned early 
last year when it became apparent his 
‘modernization’ plans for gaming didn’t 
sync up with those of the new premier, 
Kathleen Wynne. 

Since Wynne took over, Fort Erie has 
been waiting by the phone, hoping for a 
second chance. If she wasn’t thrilled with 
what the OLG was doing, couldn’t she 
reverse some of those decisions and plug 


Minister of Agriculture, Food and Rural 
Affairs, who gave an idiotic, back-patting 
response about helping the horse racing 
industry in Ontario: “We're galloping for¬ 
ward!” 

It’s everything I hate about politics in 
one sickening, two-minute clip: A ques¬ 
tion is asked concerning the livelihoods of 
real people, and a garbage answer is given 
to the applause of back-benching seals.

The disorder affects a per¬ 
son’s social interactions, the

No person diagnosed with 
the disorder experiences the 
same challenges as it affects 
each person differently.

World Autism Day has been 
officially recognized in 
Canada and by the United 
Nations since2008.Awareness 
for the disorder is on the rise, 
but it is not nearly enough, 
said Cathie King, whose 
daughter, Cora, has been 


diagnosed with Autism. 

“Awareness is key, because 
to most people, it’s a problem 
child not a child with a prob¬ 
lem, and the tolerance, the 
understanding, the accep¬ 
tance and accommodations 

incredible,” King said. 

Many people don’t know 
the complications, challenges 
and frustrations children with 
an Autism Spectrum Disorder 
and their parents face. 

“It’s an all consuming thing. 
You always have to plan 
ahead. Most of the kids on the 
spectrum, if not all (of them) 
have a sensory challenge of 
some sort,” King explained. 

“It’s like everything we hear 
is magnified to a heavy metal 
rock concert level. Try imag¬ 


ining living in a society where 
everything sounds like a 
heavy metal concert all day 
long.” 

According to King, “you can 
only just accommodate with 
sensory headphones and 
with massage therapies to 
help ground their sensory 
systems.” 

Most people don’t realize 
that if they took the time to 
better understand the autism 
spectrum, they would learn 
about and meet some very 
special people. 

Take Cora for example 
whose memory is almost as 
impressive as her devotion to 
her favourite Star Wars char¬ 
acter, General Grievous. 

After the flag raising cere¬ 
mony, Cora described her 


favourite episodes of the 
Clone Wars television series 
which include “season one, 
episode four, Destroy 
Malevolence and season 
one, episode 10, Lair of 
Grievous,” in detail. Cora 
also explained why her 
favourite character is “part 

Unfortunately, most peo¬ 
ple usually don't take that 
time to understand, Cora's 
father, 15m King said. 

“There’s a lot of stigma 
regarding autism. There’s 
fear about these things and 
we just want to get past that,” 
he said.

A subsequent investiga¬ 
tion led by Homeland 
Security investigators 
revealed that the tobacco 
was being smuggled out 


of the U.S. into Canada to 
avoid paying applicable 
Canadian duties. 

The shipment was 
detained in December 
and after investigation it 
was seized on April 1 for 
failure to declare or man¬ 
ifest the tobacco that is 


required under exporta¬ 
tion laws. 

“(We are) the last line of 
defence in the export 
control process,” said 
Joseph Draganac, acting 
CBP port director for 
Buffalo. 

“CBP uses its author¬ 


ity to inspect, search, 
detain and seize goods 
being exported illegally.” 

No charges have been 
laid and the investigation 
continues.
